ROADSIDE REFLECTORS EFFECTIVE 


M I C H I G A N ’S successful experiments with roadside reflectors 


should set an example ior the Penn>\Ivania Highway D epart­ 
ment. 
Six m onths after the reflectors had been installed on the 
Detroit-Lansing highway for a distance of seventy miles it was 
found that night-time accidents on that stretch had been re­ 
duced by oo per cent. 
A second installation, this time along 
the 6 5-mile road between Pontiac and Monroe, was promptly 
ordered. 


The reflectors are placed along both sides of the high wav at 
l 0 0-foot intervals on standards of uniform height. Their use has 
shown such good results that sixteen other states are installing 
them for experimental distances. 


It lia" been estimated that 60 per cent of automobile fa­ 
talities occur at night, when traffic is less than half as heavy as 
in daylight hours. 
More and better road illumination would 
unquestionably reduce night-time accidents. 
Until such time 
as adequate lighting can be provided everywhere, the roadside 
leflectors should prove effective.

An analysis made by life insurance company experts fixes the time 
r t 1970 and the nation’s population at th a t time at 170,000.000, which 
is 40 per tent greater th an the present population. 
This is predicted on 
the nation’s birth rate, which has been steadily declining, and also on the 
assum ption th at the national governm ent w*ill never again let dow*n 
the im m igration bars. 
History shows that once the population of a country ceases to 
grow* it rem ains stationary* for about half a century* and then begins 
slowly to decline. 
This is something every land expects and usually 
finds desirable. 
It is well th at this m atter of future population be kept in mind, 
for it will govern the country’s economic and industrial expansion. There 
m ust be no building for a population and consumption which will never 
lee realized, for th at was one of the things which brought cm the de­ 
pression. 
America owes her wealth and progress to her rapid growth in pop­ 
ulation. 
Will she enjoy health, wealth, prosperity and progress when 
her population becomes stationary? 
No other country* has to the same 
decree.

I recall perfectly well the 
hopeless feeling I always had when 
a child show co the symptoms which 
I knew indicated this disease. 
As I 
told you before an experienced doc* 
tor can usually tell m eningitis in a 
child by the expression on its coun­ 
tenance. 
I recall how I would go to 
a home to see a child th at a few 
years before I had helped into the 
world. 
I would take one look at 
’hat poor iace. and my heart would 
tail with a thud for I could see 
‘d eath ’ w ritten right on it. 
Thank heaven this is no longer 
tru e 1 
In the past few years science 
has developed a treatm ent, the first 
step of w hich is to identify the bae- 
eria th at is causing the trouble 


This done, the patient is imm ed­ 
iately started on a suitable serum. 
The most common type of this 
disease is called meningococcal m en­ 
ingitis. 
It accounts for fully fifty 
percent of all cases 
This type is 
infectious and is easily carried from 
one preson to another. 
It usually 
begins with a head cold which is 
quickly followed by a stick neck and 
drowsiness. This is the mildest form 
of m eningitis, and it is here that 
speed in diagnosis and identification 
of the bacteria causing it is im port­ 
ant. 
If this is done, the disease is 
robbed of a great deal of its former 
virility, for only one child put of six 
or seven need die. 
O ther forms of the malady, which 
used to claim the lives of 100 per 
cent of its victims, are now’ respond­ 
ing to treatm ent with serums and 
drugs. 
There is one type, however, j 
which still brings death to even* 
child th at develops it. This is tu- ! 
bercular meningitis, and we will dis­ 
cuss it more carefully later when 
we begin thinking about tuberculosis 
in children. 
Although there are several kinds 
of meningitis, the symptoms dis­ 
played by victims are pretty much 
the same with each type. 
For th at 
reason, exam ination of the fluid of 
the brain and spinal column is ab­ 
solutely necessary so we can discov­ 
er the type of offending bacteria we 
have to fight. 
While serums and drugs are im ­ 


portant in the treatm ent of this 
disease, there are other factors as 
well. 
For instance, the child must 
have lots of fluids, and since he us­ 
ually won’t or can t take them by 
swallowing, we usually run them di­ 
rectly into his %'eins. 
This is also 
true of the serum he is being tre a t­ 
ed with; this is usually run into his 
veins along with the fluids. 
Each day a lum bar puncture is 
performed and as much of the fluid 
drained off as possible. Then this 
withdrawn fluid is usually replaced 
with the serum which is injected 
into the spine wdth the same needle. 
This serum then acts on the infect­ 
ed and inflamed membranes that 
are causing the trouble.

net income and surtax net income, 
should be noted particularly, inas­ 
much as they are vitally im portant 
to the whole subject of the income 
tax.

Net income upon which the tax is 
assessed Is gross income le*.« the de­ 
ductions allowed by law.

* ductions include business and pro­ 
fessional expenses, such as salaries 
pensions, and bonuses to employees 
taxes, losses, interest, bad debts, de­ 
preciation, depletion, 
contributions, | 
etc. Failure to understand deduc- i 
tions against gross income and cred- 1 
its against net income has resulted 
! in num erous errors on the part of 
taxpayers. 
An earned income credit is p ro -! 
vided in addition to the personal j 
exemption 
and credit for d e p e n -! 
dents, etc. for the purpose of com­ 
puting the normal tax. Having a r­ 
rived at the net income the next 
step is to deduct the personal ex­ 
emption and credit for dependents.

—This is the open season on annual 
reports. 
Readers who own a few 
shares of stock are 
now 
hearing 
about 
“Your company during the 
y e a r , etc.. 
“ These reports 
so inadequate 
and uninteresting 
th at few 
people 
have the patience 
to read them. Aft­ 
er receiving a few* 
yself. I have 
a 
strong feeling that 
in playing up the 
b a t t l e 
between 
capital (investors) 
and labor 
'wage 
BABSON 
eamers>, we are 
only 
telling 
half the story. 
We 
should publicize the need for better 
m anagem ent as well. 
The small stockholder’s lot is a 
difficult one. 
Fundam entally, if he 
is not willing to study the affairs 
of his corporation, he should not in­ 
vest money in it. 
Too m any people 
become stockholders because they 
want to buy cheap stock th at ’’is go­ 
ing up 
They pay no attention to 
the actual running of the company. 
Because ihis is true, the m anage­ 
m ent—sometimes owning little or no 
interest In the company—has prac­ 
tically a free hand. They pay them ­ 
selves whatever salaries they want 
to; they buy and sell real estate; 
they enter into contracts; and they 
conduct the entire business to suit 
themselves. 
Annual Reports Incomplete 
Outside of showing the cash posi­ 
tion, the accounts payable, and the 
net income, the ordinary annual re­ 
port does not m ean a thing to the 
average investor. 
There is little of 
fundam ental value to those sincere­ 
ly interested. 
M anagem ents get bv 
with these reports every year be­ 
cause the stockholders are a disor­ 
ganized and unrepresented group. 
There is a trem endous need in this 
country for small stockholders to 
take a greater interest in the affairs 
of their companies. 
Investors have 
been squeezed long enough by g raft­ 
ing politicians, selfish labor-leaders, 
and unscrupulous "insiders 
Chairm an William Douglas of the 
B. E C i> starting public thinking 
along this line. 
He recognizes that 
the publication of transactions of 
officers and directors in the secur­ 
ities of their companies is only one 
step 
It 
has 
stopped 
a 
certain 
»mount of "inside” security m anipu­ 
lation 
But that alone will not give 
is better m anagem ent. 
Se he has 
ione two im portant things recently; 
1. 
He has required a new proxy 
form in order to make boards of 
directors more careful of their ac­ 
tions. 
2. 
He has suggested th at boards 
of directors be composed of m an- j 
agement, plus 
professional” di­ 
rectors, who are experts in their 
line. 
New Proxy Form 
Stockholders will recall the old 
type of annual "proxy”. 
By signing 
the little card, the stockholder em ­ 
powered several of the directors to 
vote his stock in 
any 
way 
they 
wished at the annual meeting. The 
r.ew proxy requires giving inform a­ 
tion on what is to be voted upon; i? 
lists the directors and the amount 
of company securities they own; and 
certain other interests the directors 
may have in the company. 
For in­ 
stance, a director may also be the 
com pany’s attorney. 
If so. his legal 
fees m ust be reported » 
This is a big step. 
It will open 
m any a stockholder s eye! My fore­ 
cast is th at th" corporation lawyer 
will cut his fee if he continues to 
be a director. Many board members 
will buy some stock in the company 


! they are “directing” or resign in fav- 
j or of others who do have a substan­ 
tial financial interest in the com- 
! pany. 
Finally, the stockholder, be­ 
fore he gives his proxy, will know 
the nature of the business to be 
voted upon at the meeting. 
“Professional* Directors 
Mr. Douglas’ second step is still in 
the "talking-it-over” stage. To em ­ 
ploy “professional” directors would 
be hitting at the same trouble that 
I wanted to correct when I recom­ 
mended a stockholders’ union last 
year. 
Currently, many boards of 
directors are composed of three or 
| four m anaging officers of the com­ 
pany plus two or three outside di- 
| rectors. 
The latter are often Just 
| "big names". 
Many of these men 
1 know little about the company's op­ 
erations and may have no financial 
interest in it. 
; 
It is not their fault. 
The dlrec- j 
tors’ fees are so small they cannot I 
afford to give time to the company s 
affairs. They simply okay what the 
m anagem ent recommends. Many of 
these members go on the board for ' 
contact 
inform ation 
and for the 
honor of being a “big shot”. C hair­ 
man Douglas’ 
directors, 
however, 
would be experts in their line. They 
would have nothing else to do but 
be directors. 
They would represent 
not only stockholders but workers 
and customers. They would be well- 
paid for their job. They would make 
the board of directors what it is 
supposed to be: 
A check on the of­ 
ficers and operating policies of the 
company. 
AH Depends On Character 
I am not 
advocating 
that 
we 
should have new legislation cover­ 
ing this. 
We have enough laws 
I 
would hate to see the government 
get any further into business. 
It 
has made a terrible flop of moat of 
the industries It has tried to regu­ 
late 
Maybe the reason is because 
the personnel has been selected bv 
political favoritism rather than by 
ability. So long as the ‘ spoils” sys­ 
tem exists, we cannot expect much 
from governm ent regulation. 
A general system of “profes- 
si on al” directors would be a great 
boon to the investors, provided 
they are men of character 
No 
¿aw or S E C ruling, however, can 
make men able, honest, and cour­ 
ageous. 
Hence, I keep repeating 
that America’s greatest need is for 
a spirituai revival!
